PARTS, Dec. 10.—Premier 


Edouarcl .Daladier emerged 
with a new, hard-^Ton politi- 
cal victory today when the 
chamber of deputies climax- 
ed a riotous session by vot- 
ing 315 to 241 in favor of his' 
domestic and foreign pol- 
icies. 
The vote constituted an endorse- 


ment, of the chamber's confidence 
in Daladier's program for national 
recovery, his stern measures to break 
the one-day general stride and the 
maritime strike,' and h'is program 
for aiding European appeasement as 
represented by the Franco-German 
"no war" agreement. 


A chamber majority of 74 pro- 


longed the existence of the Daladier 
regime. Fifty-three deputies, mostly 
dissident socialists, radical socialists 
and 
extreme rightists, 
abstained 


from voting. 


Outcome of the vote fortified the 


strength of Europe's new four-power 
peace accord reached at Munich.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 10.— 


Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife of 
the president, believes that any ef- 
fort to put a woman into the White 
House would be "ridiculous." 


She said so in her newly-created 


question-and-answer page in the 
'•Democratic Digest," one of the of- 
ficial publications of the Democra- 
tic National Committee. 


In this statement, Mrs; Roose- 


velt was answering a question posed 
by Miss Maria E. Campos, Puerto 
Rico Digest director. Miss Campos 
a-sked Mrs. Roosevelt if she would 
accept the nomination if her hus- 
band refused to run for a third 
term. 


Replying to the question, Mrs. 


Roosevelt wrote: 


"Nothing would induce me to ac- 


cept the nomination for the pres- 


f 


idency even if it were tendered to 
me. I doubt very much, at the 
present time, that.it would be ten- 
dered any woman but, granted that 
that hurdle could be crossed, we 
have not reached a point where 
enough women hold public office so 
that the general public thinks of 
them as persons either fit or 'unfit 
for a certain position. 
They still 


label them either male, or female. 


"Under these circumstances, any 


woman nominated and elected' to 
•the presidency would, I think, have 
an even harder time than a man in 
holding her following and putting 
through a program. 


"It seems to me sensible to work 


to put the right women in offices 
where they can do good work, but 
to try to put one into the pres- 
idency would, I think, be ridicu- 
lous."

Avalanches 
are well up with volcanles and tidal 
waves and floods as enemies that 
strike in the night with appalling 
terror and tumult and number per- 
haps as many slain as any of these. 


Old mounatnteers will warn skiers 


to keep a weather eye open for a 
jittery looking landscape. A snow- 
slide possibly not so disastrous in it- 
self, frequently dislodges a loose 
shelf of earth. The heavy snowfall 
of this year is the skiers' delight, but 
in the higher ranges they had better 
pick their spot—so they the natives 
of these sky-high playgrounds. 


A Grade A avalanche can pack 


more devilment into a few seconds 
than probably 
any other cata- 


strophe. Going strong, it hits about 
120 miles an hour, hurling millions 
of tons of rock and earth and debris 
into the valley below. In its terrific 
momentum it kicks up a Hanking 
wind which blows down forests like 
matchwood. 


The "dry" or "cold" avalanches, 


mostly snowslides, travel faster and 
are more horrendous, but the slow- 
er Spring avalanches of heavy, wet 
snow are more dangerous and do 
more irreparable harm. A farm may 
emerge safely from a snowslide, but, 
buried under rock and mud, it's done 
for.

Early last year, the Swiss govern- 


ment decided to try to get the ava- 
lanches of the high Alps under con- 
trol. Considering many plans, it 
abandoned all but one and began 
planting vast areas of alder bashes. 
Avalanches are apt to occur in de- 
nuded areas, well up to or above the 
timber lines, and even brush helps 


that the chamois is somehow wirud 
in with the gods of the mountain 
and that he can pull an avalanche 
on the slightest provocation. Many

It 
is unquestionably true that a noise 
no louder than a lusty shout may 
start an avalanche, and frequently 
has done so. Or it may be a clap of 
thunder, a gunshot, a tiny earth 
tremor or the whistle of a train. And 
whatever you do, don't go gunning 
for chamois.

-PITTSBURGH, Dec. 10-Swift 
action 'by the District Attorney's of- 
'ifice today was expected to follow the 
•Recommendations of the November 
Grand tJury that indictments be re- 
turned, against former City Solicitor 
Churchill Mehard and his ousted 
chief clerk Stanley Bennett for their 


actions in -the $400,000 consent ver- 
dict,..scandal. 


In a report bristling with indigna- 


tion and denunciation, the Grand 
Jury reported it found an organised 
system of malpractice existed in 
Mehard's office by which claims 
against • the. city, many fictitious, 
were settled by consent verdicts 
without jury trials. Many lawyers 
the Grand Jury reported, received 
favorable and often excessive settle- 
ments against the city through the 
connivance of Mehard and Bennett. 


Mehard resigned after an adverse 


report by city council which also in- 
vestigated 
the 
consent 
verdicts. 


Bennett was fired yesterda.y by city 
solicitor William Alvah Stewart only 
after'he refused to resign, 


Between Jamiary and July of this 


year, the Grand Jury found, the 
city law department settled $400,000 


in claims against the city, an all^ 
time high record. 
In 14 of these 


cases the jury found "kickbacks, 
were made to Mehard. The latter 
is also under arrest on a charge of 
accepting a bribe from one of t.he 
lawyers who received a favorable 
verdict from the citv.

Perhaps I should warn mothers,

Pursuant to a recent Act of the General Assembly, taxpayers who 
owe delinquent taxes for 1937 and all prior years will be entitled 
to an abatement of penalties for 1937, 1936 and 1935 taxes and an 
abatement of penalties and interest for 1934 and prior years, pro- 
vided they pay 1937 and all delinquent taxes in one payment or 
a*ree to pay in installments of 20% each year for five years on or 
before December 31 of each year during: the installment period. 
Those who elect to pay in installments must pay tlhcir 1938 taxes 
on or before December 31, 193S, and their current taxes during: the 
Installment period must not become delinquent. 
Those now paying delinquent school taxes in installments under 
any prior abatement Act and not now in default, may continue 
under that Act or may pay the unpaid balance under the terms 
of the Act of 1938. 
Those desiring to pay in installments must pay the first install-

Cottontail Rabbits," nine hun- 


dred sixty of them, arrived at the 
Pennsylvania's west-side, station this 
week for restocking Lawrence coun- 
ty's depleted hunting areas, as is 
customary after the close of the 
'minting season. 
Game Protectors and enthusiastic 


sportsmen were on hand to uncrate 
and distribute the imported middle- 
westerners. Ingenuous crates, fitted 
with feeding troughs, each holding 
a dozen rabbits in separate compart- 
ments and provided with a sliding 
board arrangement to facilitate the 
removal of the animals, were easily 
and quickly emptied. 


Dexterous movements were requir- 


ed to lift a rabbit from its compart- 
ment and drop him head first into 
a burlap sack, as was soon learned 
by an unwary pair of uncraters. 
With a quickness only.to be observed 
in wild things that depend on their 
agility for self preservation, one of 
the beastie lashed out with his pow- 
erful hind legs and bounded away 
to freedom. Cries of, "There he 
goes!" "There he goes!" were heard 
from the excited sportsmen, rem- 
iniscent of chases of the past, sea- 
son. 


An* illustration of what transpire?, 


every day in. the field was suddenly 
and dramatically portrayed on the 
station platform before our very eyes 
by one of the thousands of unlicen- 
sed hunters—hunters that hunt 365 
days of the year it-regardless of bag- 
limits, open season, or sportsman- 
ship. A common lister House Cat, ap- 
parently well fed, had just strolled by 
and stopped nt the station door, at- 
tracted, no doubt, by the savory odor 
of wild game. 


The rabbit;, in its break for free- 


dom 
bounded near 
the 
waiting, 


harmless cat. Instantly, animated 
with an unbridled instinct to kill, 
the now ferocious, counter-part _ of 
jungle cousins, came to life. With 
claws unsheathed it met the victim 
in mid air. Had it not been for hu- 
man interference another tragedy 
would have been committed by one 
of these "tame?" household pets, 
This should be an object lesson to 
all those who are interested in any 
phase of wild life. The cat is not 
concerned with specie 
identifica- 


tion; a song bird is much more tasty 
and easier to stalk than any rat. 


Under the direction of Game Pro- 


tector Frank L. Coen, the rabbits 
were released in various sections of 
the county! Many were planted on 
the Public Hunting Grounds which 
are owned by tVie sportsmen. The 
remainder were equally apportioned 
to each township ns usual, thus fair- 
ly distributing the bunnies equally 
to all parts of the county. 
4 Only suitable areas were stocked; 
areas where sufficient cover and 
maximum food supply exists and 
'heavily hunted districts. Posted prop- 


'erty is not, and rightly to, found on 
the stocking list. Adhering to the - 
rule of Good Sportsmenship, rab- "•' 
bits are not released where they may 
cause damage to crops, nor upon 
property of land owners who object - 
to their presence. 


Fortunately, mild weather 
pre- 


vails, giving the newcomers a fair 
chance to adapt themselves to new 
surroundings and find food 
and 


shelter before winter sets in in 
ernest. This is always a problem- 
weather conditions may change in - 
a few hours, jeopardizing an entire - 
shipment of rabbits. However, given "~ 
a few days to adapt themselves to 
a change of environment, these cun- 
ning, agile creatures can provide fof 
themselves admirably. 


To supplement the limited number 


of rabbits which can be purchased 
from other states and relieve the 
situation of an overabundance to be 
found within the city limits where 
hunting is not permitted, it is con- 
templated carrying on a live trap- 
ping campaign during the winter. 
Many sections of the city of New 
Castie are overrun by the rodents, 
which in some cases have caused 
considerable damage, especially dur- 
ing the winter when feed becomes 
scarce. 


These live-trapped rabbits will . 


also be released in the county at 
large and become fair game next 
season. 


Stocking of game is one of the 


many ways in which the sportsmen 
get n return from their hunting • 
license fees. The cost of planting 
game is an expensive one and can 
be conducted only on s limited scale. 
The raising of wild rabbits in cap- 
tivity is a difficult problem, and only 
in the experimental stages in the 
state. The number of desirable rab- 
bits which can be purchased from 
other states have been greatly re- 
duced in the last few years by re- 
strictive legislation, and may cease 
altogether in the future. 


It" should, therefore, be the object 


of all persons interested in trui pre- 
servation of the stock to alleviate 
conditions which tend to destroy it, 
Feed is an all Important factor—a 
few ears of corn staked out. during 
severe weather will aid materially. 
Destruction of vermin, such as ^the 
stray house cat, will pay big divi- 
dends.
